"Everything that has been done so 
far in the matter of wages and work­ 
ing conditions was in accordance with 
the decision of the 
railroad 
labor 
board.”

"There is nothing stiff and formal 
about these meetings. 
All of us pull 
off dur. coats and lounge comfortably 
about while the discussion goes on, 
and it gets pretty warm sometimes, 
too. 
The patrolman of today should 
hold every conceivable Interest in the 
department, because they realize they 
are the logical successors to their 
present superiors. 
“These talks are also being directed 
toward the relations between the po­ 
liceman and, the community in gen­ 
eral.”

and Unionist quarters and reprisals 
against Loyalists living in (he Sinn 
Fein section of Belfast. 
Snipers concealed on housetops kept 
up-intense firing along the street that 
leads from the center of Belfast to the 
Slim Fein section on the hill.

lets spat through the darkness across 
Urn deadline marked out half way up 
the hill and a detachment of pol h e 
was k*-pt busy throughout the night 
running down the snipers,

Shipyard workers on their 
way to work were ambushed and cut 
down by ride fire in Queenstown. One 
man was killed and a score of work­ 
ers were wounded by the firing from 
ambush on either side of the lines 
The military threw a cordon around 
the area where the fighting was most 
severe hut it did not stop. 
Rifles and 
grenades were used by both sides and 
'here were many casualties.

Advance of the presidential inaugu­ 
ration from March 4 to the third Mon­ 
day In January is recommended by u 
special committee of the 
American 
liar Association, which reported to its 
convention in Cincinnati this week. 
The committee also advises that mem­ 
bers of Congress elected in Novem­ 
ber meet on the second Monday of 
the following January. 
It has long been evident that too 
much time elapses from the date of 
the election to the taking of office 
by the successful candidates and the 
putting into effect of tho policies the 
people have endorsed. 
At 
present, 
unless a spacial session of Congress 
is called by the President, thirteen 
months elapse before members elect­ 
ed in November take their seats in 
December of the following year. Con­ 
ditions under which they wee© elect­ 
ed may have entirely changed in the 
meantime. 
However, it must he recollected that 
the reform advanced by tim liar As­ 
sociation is not easy of accomplitth- 
ment. 
Amendments to the constitu­ 
tion must he agreed^ to by Congress 
ami ratified by three-fourths of the 
states. 'Congress cannot, by mere leg­ 
islation, shorten the term of the pres­ 
ident or Interfere with tile length of 
service of its members, both of which 
tire involved in the change of dates. 
Hills hRve been Introduced at various 
times proposing constitutional amend­ 
ments substantially along the lines 
recommended by the liar Association, 
hut they never have been submitted 
to the states.

of mounds of rags on which are lying 
more bundle- of rags aud from which 
peer gaunt dirt) faces, hungry eve 
and unkempt hair.
